Suigaary 

Cash  income  from  farm  marketings  and  Government  payments  in  February 
amounted  to  629  million  dollars  compared  with  643 1  million  dollars  in  February 
last  year  and  the  revised  total  of  754  million  dollars  in  January.  Income 
from  crops  in  February  -was  sharply  leaver  than  a  year  earlier  because  of  the 
smaller  amount  of  corn  placed  under  loan  and  smaller  sales  of  tobacco*  The 
decline  in  income  from  crops,  however,  was  offset  by  larger  returns  from  meat 
animals  and  dairy  products,  and  total  income  from  farm  marketings  was  2 
million  dollars  larger  than  in  February  last  year*    Government  payments  in 
February  totaled  82  million  dollars  compared  with  98  million  dollars  in 
February  last  year  and  87  million  dollars  in  January* 

Income  from  farm  marketings  totaled  547  million  dollars  in  February 
compared  with  6G7  million  dollars  in  January  and  545  million  dollars  in 
February  last  year.     Income  from  crops  amounted  to  only  174  million  dollars, 
47  million  dollars  less  than  in  February  1940,  when  an  unusually  large  amount 
of  corn  was  placed  under  loan*     Income  from  tobacco  was  sharply  lower  than 
in  February  last  year  because  of  the  earlier  movement  of  the  crop  this  year* 
Income  from  livestock  and  livestock  products,,  however,  totaled  375  million 
dollars  in  February^  4S  million  dollars  higher  than  in  February  last  year* 
Most  of  the  increase  in  income  was  from  meet  aniiials  and  wfjs  due  largely  to 
higher  prices*    Income  from  dairy  products  fil&©  was  higher-  largely  because 
of  increased  production  in  February  this  year,    Hectvuse  e.f  the  sharp  drop  in 
egg  prices  income  from  poultry  and  eggs  declined  more  than  seasonally  from 
January  to  February  and  was  lower  than  in  February  1940. 
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Tho  decline  in  income  from  farm  marketings  from  January  to  February 
tos  slightly  grepter  than  usual.    After  allowing  for  seasonal  changes,  the 
index  of  cash  income  from  farm  marketings  declined  from  86,5  percent  of  the 
1924-29  average  in  January  to  85,5  in  February,    Most  of  the  decline  was  in 
the  income  from  crops  and  from  poultry  and  eggs*    Income  from  dairy  products 
and  from  meat  animals  increased,  after  allowance  for  the  usual  seasonal 
changes,  and  in  February  was  102,5  percent  of  the  1924-29  average.  The 
seasonally  adjusted  index  of  income  from  poultry'  and  eggs  in  February  was 
78,0  percent  of  the  1924-29  average,  and  the  index  of  income  from  crops  was 
only  66,5 

During  the  next  few  months  it  is  likely  that  cash  income  from  livestock 
and  livestock  products  will  continue  to  show  substantial  increases  over  the 
corresponding  months  of  last  year.    Cash  farm  income  from  crops  usually  de- 
clines until  April  and  then  increases  until  October,  but  it  is  quite  possible 
that  the  low  point  for  this  year  was  reached  in  February  and  that  income  from 
crops  will  increase  somewhat  in  the  next  few  months.    Recent  advances  in 
wheat  pri'ces  have  made  it  profitable  to  redeem  wheat  from  loans  in  some  areas, 
thus  adding  to  fan  income  during  March*    Income  from  strawberries  has  been 
relatively  small  in  the  past  2  months  because  of  the  lateness  of  the  season, 
and  income  from  truck  crops  is  likely  to  increase  more  than  seasonally  as  the 
spring  marketing  season  gets  under  way.    The  total  of  Government  payments  for 
the  next  few  months  will  be  loss  than  a  year  earlier,  but  with  livestock  in- 
come substantially  higher  than  a  yesr  ago  and  some  improvement  in  income 
from  crops  in  prospect  total  cash  income  is  expected  to  be  higher  than  in  the 
corresponding  months  of  1940.

Cash  income  from  farm  marketings'  in  January  of  6o7  million  dollars 
was  8  percent  hi-,  er  than  in  January  last  year*  However ,  G-overnment  pay- 
ments amounting  to  37  million  dollars  were  only  a"bout  two-thirda  of  those 
last  January,  so  that  total  cas  income  including  Government  payments  was 
only  2  percent  a."bove  a  year  earlier. 

Cash  income  including  Government  payments  was  hi  -her  than  a  year 
earlier  in  the  Souuh  Atlantic,  South  Central,  and  Western  States,  "but  in 
the  Northe»»  and  .'..-tern  regions  of  the  country  smaller  returns  from  crops 
and  from  Government  payments  more  than  offset  the  increase  in  income  from 
livestock  and  livestock  products  and  total  cash  receipts  were  slightly 
lower  than  a  year  earlier.     Cash  income  v/as  higher  in  22  States  and  lower 
than  a  year  earlier  in  2  States. 

The  decline  in  ca;  h  farm  income  from  December  to  January  was  of 
ah out  the  usual  seasonal  amount*    However,  the  decline  in  the  West  North 
Central  and  South  Central   States  was  less  than  usual  and  in  the  -Last  North 
Central  and  South  Atlantic  regions  it  was  slightly  greater  than  usual.  A 
marked  increase  in  income  from  livestock,  particularly  from  meat  animals, 
was  an  important  factor  in  the.  emaller^-than— usual  decline  in  income  through- 
out the  Central  part  of  the  United  States* 

North  Atlantic  States 

Cash  income  from  farm  marketings  in  the  North  Atlantic  Region  v/as 
1  percent  less  in  January  I9U1  than  in  January  last  year.    Government  pay- 
ments also  were  smaller,  and.  income  including  Government  payments  was  2 
percent  leso  than  a  year  earlier.    A  10-percent  increase  in  income  from 
livestock  was  more  than  offset  hy  a  22-percent  decline  in  income  from 
crops.    The  greatest  declines  in  income  from  crops  were  in  Maine  and 
Connecticut ,  where  income  from  potatoes  and  toha.cco  v/ere  sharply  lower 
than  a  year  earlier t    But  income  from  crops  was  also  smaller  in  Massachu- 
setts, Xlhc>-  I  si  id,  New  York,  and  Pennsylvania*    Income  from  livestock 
and  livestock  products  was  up  in  all  States,  "because  of  the  relatively  high 
production  of  eggs  and  larger  income  from  meat  animals.    Income,  including 
Government  payments,  v/as  si.arply  lower  then  a  yea1'  earlier  in  Maine  and 
CounecticuT,  and  slightly  lower  in  Rhode  Island,  New  York,  and  Pennsylvania. 

East  Nortj    Central  State? 

During  January  a  13-percent  increase  in  income  from  livestock  and 
livestock  products  v/as  more  than  offset  "by  a  35~P^rcent  decline  in  income 
from  crops,  and  receipts  from  farm  marketings  were  2  percent  less  than  in 
January  l'-^O.     Government  payments  in  this  region  also  v/ere  l?ss  than  those 
of  January  ia.st  year,  and  casl  farm  income  including  Government  payments 
was  rio^n  k  percent.    The  marked  decline  in  income  from  crops  resulted  from 
smaller  amounts  of  corn  placed  under  loan,  and  reduced  income  from  soybeans, 
potatoes,  and  apples.    This  reduction  in  income  was  reflected  in  all  States 
except  Wisconsin,  where  income  from  crops  was  15  percent  higher  than  a  year 
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earlier.    Income  from  livestock  and  livestock  products  was  higher  than 
in  January  19*K)  in  all  States  of  the  region,  the  greatest  increase  occur- 
ring In  Illinois.    Total  income  from  farm  marketings  and  Government  pay- 
ments, however,  ranged  from  5  to  8  percent  less  than  a  year  earlier  in  all 
States  except  Wisconsin,  where  income  was  up  15  percent  "because  of  larger 
income  from  "both  marketings  and  Government  payments. 

V.'e st  North  Central 

Cash  income  from  form  marketings  was  7  percent  higher  than  in  Janu- 
ary last  year,  a  13-percent  increase  in  income  from  livestock  more  than 
offsetting  a  9-percent  decline  in  income  from  crojis.    Government  payments, 
however,  were  substantially  less  than  a  year  earlier  and  total  receipts, 
including  Government  payiiients,  were  down  2  percent.    The  greatest  declines 
in  income  were  in  iTorth  Dakota,  Minnesota,  and  Kansas,  w  he  re  there  were 
substantial  declines  both  in  income  from  crops  and  in  Government  payments. 
Iowa  and  Nebraska  were  the  only  States  in  this  region  where  income  from 
crops  in  January  was  larger  this  year  than  last,  and  the  increase  was  due 
largely  to  the  placing  of  more  corn  under  loan  in  January  this  year.  In- 
come from  livestock  was  higher  than  a  year  earlier  in  all  States  of  the 
region  but  Government  payments  were  substantially  lower  in  all  States  ex- 
cept Iowa  and  South  Dakota. 

South  Atlantic 

Larger  receipts  from  meat  animals,  poultry  and  dairy  products  all 
helped  to  make  income  from  livestock  in  January  21  percent  larger  than 
in  January  l^ho.    Income  from  crops  was  slightly  smaller  than  in  January 
last  year  as  reduced  returns  from  cotton  and  tobacco  more  than  offset 
larger  receipts  from  grain  and  fruits.    Total  income  from  farm  marketings 
for  the  region  was  8  percent  larger  than  a  year  earlier  "but  Government 
payments  were  somewhat  smaller,  so  that  income  including  Government  pay- 
ments was  up  only  H  percent.     Income  in  North  Carolina  was  materially 
smaller  than  in  January  last  year  because  of  smaller  returns  from  tobacco. 
In  South  Carolina  smaller  returns  from  cotton  and  from  Government  payments 
reduced  income  substantially,  and  slight  declines  in  income  were  recorded 
in  Maryland  and  Virginia.     In  the  remaining  States  income  was  higher  than 
a  year  earlier,  the  greatest  increase  occurring  in  Georgia,  where  income 
from  livestock  and  from  Government  payments  was  substantially  higher  than 
in  January  I9U0, 

South  Central  States 

Receipts  from  both  crops  and  livestock  in  this  region  were  substan- 
tially higher  in  January  19Ul  than  in  January  19H0.    Receipts  from  market- 
ings were  30  percent  higher  than  a  year  earlier,  with  all  States  sharing  In 
the  increase.    Because  of  smaller  Government  payments,  cash  income  includ- 
ing Government  payments  for  the  region  as  a  whole  was  only  13  percent  high- 
er this  January  than  last,  and  receipts  in  Mississippi  were  5  percent  less 
than  a  year  earlier,    Ihe  higher  level  of  income  from  crops  in  this  region 
during  January  was  due  largely  to  increased  returns  from  rice,  cotton,  and 
tobacco,  the  greatest  increases  occurring  in  Texas,  Tennessee,  Oklahoma, 
and  Arkansas,    Returns  from  meat  animals  were  substantially  higher  than  a 
year  earlier  in  Louisiana,  Alabama,  Arkansas,  and  Texas.    Compared  with 
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January  19^0,  Government  payments  were  .higher  in  Tennessee,  about  the 
same  in  Kentucky,  hut  substantially  smaller  in  all  of  the  remaining 
States,    .  -  -  .  ...  • 

We stern  States 

Seceipts  both  from  crops  and  from  livestock  in  this  region  during 
January  were  10  percent  higher  than  a  year  earlier.    In  Arizona,  Califor- 
nia, Washington,  Utah,  New  Mexico,  and  Montana  income  from  farm  marketings 
was  about  that  of  last  January  and  more  than  offset  declines  in  the  re- 
maining States.    Receipts  in  California  were  substantially  higher  than  a 
year  earlier  largely  as  a  result  of  increased  returns  from  citrus  fruits, 
meat  animals,  and  eggs.    Income  from  both  crops  and  livestock  also  in- 
creased substantially  in  Arizona.    In  Utah,  Hew  Mexico,  and  Montana 
smaller  returns  from  crops  were  more  than  offset  by  increased  returns  from 
livestock  and  livestock  products.    Government  payments  during  January  were 
larger  than  a  year  earlier  in  California,  Washington,  and  Arizona  but  were 
substantially  smaller  in  all  of  the  remaining  States.
